any difference. 
What I meant was 
they are supporting him with their 
thought, and their thought is not our 
thought. 
I meant and I say again 
that the kind of control which he 
proposes is the kind of control that 
the United States Steel corporation 
wants. 
“ I ain perfectly willing to admit 
that they think it is beet for the 
country. 
My i>oint is tiiat this is a 
method conceived from the point of 
view of the very men who are to tie 
in control and that that is just the 
wrong point of view from which to 
conceive It.” 
The governor charged 
that the 
Roosevelt program 
was “ not pro­ 
gressive at all in its fundamentals.” 
and remarked that lbert U. Gary, 
head of the steel corporation and 
George W. Perkins, a director, sug­ 
gested the plan of governmental con­ 
trol of trusts.” 
“ Wants to Patent Inside.” 
“ And if Mr. Roosevelt," the gov­ 
ernor said, “ is willing to have 
Mr. 
Perkins suggest how the corpora­ 
tions ought

the detail of the regulation.

Mr. Roosevelt wants 
to patent the inside. 
He says its a 
good enough inside. for him, pro­ 
vided he can use it."* I do not mean 
it for his own aggrandizement, but 
provided he can use it for the peo­ 
ple of the United States for I am not 
asjiersing -Mr. 
Roospvelt’s motives. 
“ I have nothing to do with them; 
they are postponed until the judg­ 
ment day. 
But if In* is allowed to 
-patent (lie present processes of in­ 
dustry in 
tiiis country and direct 
them witli regard to the way 
in 
which they treat the United States 
then he will see his old classifications 
realized, for he used to tell us there 
were good trusts aud 
bad trusts; 
and he will guarantee to use that 
all trusts will be good. 
I dare say 
that lie believes what lie says, but in 
spite of his extraordinary capacity, I 
do not believe lie can play providence 
to the human race, quite so success­ 
fully as that, and I ain strengthened 
in that doubt by the fact that they 
have fooled him on one or two not­ 
able occasions already. 
Will Not Admit He Was Fooled. 
"tile will not admit that lie 
was 
fooled, but it is evident that he was 
taken into camp, as any man might 
be taken into camp who does not un­ 
derstand the whole business of the 
United Slates.

More than a million and a quarter 
boys and girls 
wifi attend 
the 
American high schools, public and 
private, during 
the school year 
1912-13, according to the estimate 
I of Dr. P. P. Claxton, United States 
j commissioner 
of 
educat ion. 
Dr, 
j Claxton ii as been assu red by 
Mr.* 
AJexaud* r Summers, &|atistican of 
the bureau, who lias made a special 
study of the matter, that tin* esti­ 
mate is a conservative one. 
Of the 
number given 1,1 OO,OOO are esti­ 
mated for the public high schools, 
and 
150,000 for the private sec­ 
ondary schools. 
The American 
high school 
has 
grown 
phonomnally 
in 
the 
past 
dozen years, its development ‘ i the 
leat two or three years being ap­ 
parently greater 
than in the 
re­ 
markable 
decade 
just 
preceding. 
Since the twentieth century opened 
the number of public high schools 
has almost doubled and the number 
is easily twice what it was at the 
beginning of the century. 
The most 
cheering feature of the whole mat­ 
ter for the American citizen is 
the 
very great increase iiiHlie proportion 
of those who go from the 
grade© 
into 
the 
high 
school. 
Formerly 
(only a very few* years ago, in fact), 
the high school was chiefly attend­ 
ed by children of the rich and mod­ 
erately well-to-do. 
Today nearly 
one-fourtli of the children who en­ 
ter the elementary school eventual­ 
ly pass into the high school. The ex­ 
act figure is 2(2 per vent, if .negro 
children are included 
and 25 per 
cent in whites only are considered. 
This is particularly significant, since 
©cf ta in -critics of the 
public 
high 
schools have, through a misunder­ 
standing of the official reports, con­ 
tended that a much smaller 
per­ 
centage than is here given had the 
opportunity of high-school training. 
The fact remains that from 22 to 2*5 
of every hundred children who en­ 
ter the schools a. all go on into the 
high school. 
Almost equally significant for pub­ 
lic education is the fact that by far 
the most rapid growth has been in 
the public high schools.

and sixty public; in 1900 the propor­ 
tion had changed to 23 and 77; and 
today there are only 16 private sec­ 
ondary schools for every 84 public
